firm, full, final and unconditional," he 
said 
"My responsibilities are at home It 
has become quite apparent to me that I 
would be unable to make a full commit­ 
ment to a 
full campaign for the 
presidency I simply cannot do that to 
my wife and children and the other 
members of my family."

Park not be expanded will have a 
significant effect on the manner in 
which the Ocean Beach Park master 
plan is developed " 
The parks director concluded that

City pursuing federal plan 
to back local flood insurance

Lompocans may soon be able to buy 
previously 
unavailable 
flood 
and 
mudslide property insurance if their city 
follows through with a federal subsidy 
program 
The City Council took the first step in 
that direction Tuesday night by passing 
a resolution spelling out city guidelines 
for new developments and subdivisions 
planned for flood danger areas 
A cco rd in g 
to 
C om m u n ity 
Development Director A1 Autry, the 
resolution qualifies the city to apply for 
flood insurance subsidies under the 
National 
Hood Insurance Program 
Later, he said, the federal Housing and 
Urban Development < HUD I agency will 
follow 
up 
with 
more 
specific 
requirements for developments in local 
flood prone areas These, he said, will 
likely include a map of land subject to a 
100-year severity flood 
theoretically, 
a flood of such severity that it can be 
expected to recur every 100 years on the 
average Lompoc's 1969 flood was one. 
Other HUD stipulations in the offing, 
Autry 
said, 
will 
probably 
include 
residential population density, building 
pad elevation, diking and drainage 
requirements for structures planned for 
the 100-year flood hazard area 
Councilman Art Scott has expressed 
fears that the HUD specifications might 
raise construction costs and unfairly 
discourage development in the city's 
flood plain 
Autry responds that the 
HUI) mandates will be similar to 
already existing city regulations 
"The requirements of the program 
are not really more restrictive than 
those

“The program is trying to protect 
life, limb and property " 
The 100 year flood zone does not

The State legislature will convene in special session to 
reform the retirement system for state elected officials and eliminate a multi- 
million dollar pension bonus for lawmakers 
Democratic legislative leaders made the announcement Saturday, less than 24 
hours after Republicans demanded the session to repeal a $5 7 million dollar windfall 
for legislators who retire this year 
—— 
The decision came in a statement by 
Assembly Speaker Ix*o T McCarthy, D- 
San Francisco, and Senate President 
Pro Tern James R Mills. D San Diego 
The two men have the power to recall 
the lawmakers to Sacramento without 
the approval of the governor under a 
new constitutional amendment 
McCarthy said Mills had indicated he 
would have to confer with the Senate 
Rules Committee, which must authorize 
the action 
Mills is chairman of the 
committee 
and 
no 
problems 
were 
anticipated 
"I have been contacted during the past 
several days by a number of Democratic 
Assemblymen who have all expressed 
strong sentiment for a special session to 
resolve 
the 
entire 
legislators’ 
retirement issue," McCarthy said 
The pension repeal emerged as an 
issue in the gubernatorial campaigns of 
Democratic 
Secretary 
of 
State 
Edmund G. Brown Jr and Republican 
Controller Houston I Flournoy 


Brown, in a statement Saturday, said 
the session would be called in early 
October to consider a bill being drafted 
to repeal the early retirement bonus and 
to reform the pension system for 
constitutional officers.

DETROIT (U PI) - President Ford, 
in one of his harshest speeches since 
taking office, today warned Middle East 
oil 
producing 
nations 
that 
their 
exorbitant prices 
run the 
risk of 
creating worldwide depression and a 
military confrontation. 
"It is difficult to discuss the energy 
problem without lapsing into doomsday 
language," Ford told the opening of the 
ninth World Energy Conference. “ The 
danger is clear. It is severe." 
Elaborating on his warning before the 
U N. General Assembly last week that 
oil must not be used as a “ political 
weapon," the President said a global 
strategy was needed "to achieve fuel 
prices which provide a strong incentive 
to producers but do not seriously disrupt 
the economies of the consumers.” 
"We recognize the desires of the 
producers to earn a fair price for their 
oil as a means of helping to develop their 
own 
economies," 
he 
said. 
‘ But 
exorbitant prices can only distort the 
world 
economy, 
run 
the 
risk 
of 
worldwide depression and threaten the 
breakdown of world order and safety." 
There were dozens of representatives 
of the oil rich Arab countries among the 
69 nations attending the conference. 
"Sovereign 
nations 
try 
to 
avoid 
dependence on other nations that exploit 
their own resources to the detriment of 
others," he said. "Sovereign nations 
cannot 
allow 
their 
policies 
to 
be 
dictated, or their fate derided, by 
artificial rigging and distortion of world 
commodity markets ’’ 
Noting that nations often have gone to 
war over natural resources. Ford added 
that "no one can foresee the extent of 
the damage nor the end of the disastrous 
consequences if nations refuse to share 
nature’s gifts for the benefit of all 
mankind." 
“ Because 
vital 
resources 
are 


distributed unevenly,” he said, "nations 
are forced to choose between conflict 
and cooperation." 
Ford, who flew to Detroit after an 
early morning "Montana breakfast" 
meeting at the home of Senate Majority 
Leader Mike Mansfield, pursued his 
warnings 
to 
oil-producing 
nations 
despite 
a 
rebuke 
from 
Venezuelan 
President Carlos Andres Perez after the 
United Nations speech. 
Perez complained in a telegram that 
Ford was attacking Venezuela, but a 
White House spokesman insisted the 
remarks were directed primarily at the 
Arabs. 
"When nations use their resources as 
political weapons against others, the 
result is human suffering," Ford said. 
“Throughout history, nations have 
gone to war over natural advantages 
such as water or food, or convenient 
passages on land and sea But in the 
nuclear age, when any local conflict 
may escalate to global catastrophe 
brings 
unacceptable 
risks 
for 
all 
mankind." 
But he added he was "nevertheless 
optimistic" because "the advantages of 
cooperation are as visible as the dangers 
of confrontation." 
He urged that energy prices be 
approached with the same dedication 
that mobilized the United States to put a 
man on the moon. 
"We will take tough steps to obtain the 
degree of self sufficiency necessary to 
avoid disruption of our economy," Ford 
said. "We will make sure there's heat 
for our homes and power for the people 
who work in our plants. This does not 
mean zero imports. 
"In the immediate future," he added, 
"we will expand our efforts to increase 
our energy efficiency. This will reduce 
the growing dependency on foreign 
petroleum."

Jerry 
Sperry, the Santa Maria office head who 
amended a driving while intoxicated 
charge against Begg to one of reckless 
driving, said the charge reduction was 
justified by circumstances and said 
Roden was "playing games" in feuding 
with Mimer and ins staff 
Roden’s letter to the supervisors 
asking for action against Minier and his 
aides for flaunting the equal justice 
concept was sent to Board chairman 
Charles F. Catterlin. 
Catterlin, when asked what he would 
do about it, said he could not ignore it 
Since it involves personnel, however, it 
was clear that the board may go into an 


executive session Monday concerning it 
While Minier is an elected official and 
not a county employe, it is clear that 
Sperry and Begg are county employes, 
and come under the purview of the 
supervisors.

Roden 
"apparently is either unacquainted with 
the law or has some other reason 
in 
calling on the supervisors, and County 
Grand Jury to take action against him as 
a result of the Begg case 
Minier and Sperry have taken the 
position the reduction of the charge in

circumstances Minier also brought out 
the fact, in support of this, that a 
secretary in Roden’s office earlier this

Rains, D., Ventura, tell People's 
Lobby spokesman Edward Koupel that one of his intentions as 
subcommittee head was to “explore proper implementation,” of 
Proposition Nine, a law which he said "has helped to turn the 
focus of publicity and disclosure on those who finance political 
campaigns and what our elected representatives own that might 
lead to conflicts of interest.” 
Koupel asked the subcommittee to be in a position to challenge 
Fair Campaign Practices Commission appointments should they 
be deemed not in the public interest. 
Koupel said he felt candidates for governor, controller, and 
secretary of state should say now whom they intend to appoint to 
the commission if elected so that people can judge them by such 
appointments before the Nov. 5 election. 
“ We will do what we can to prevail upon constitutional officers 
to reveal their appointments,” said Rams. 
Other speakers before the panel were: 
—State Chief of Information Services Harvey Yorke, who 
underwent questioning from Rains as to whether his office 
followed policies controlled by the governor. Yorke was told 
"Your office has been accused of being a propaganda tool" for 
Gov. Reagan. Yorke maintained his office chiefly supervised the 
quality of press releases from state departments. 
—Lorenzo Patino, representative of Los Angeles Assemblyman 
Richard Alatorre, who discussed the problem of getting bi-lingual 
officers to assist those unable to speak English and needing 
governmental services. 
—Michael Dorais, California Newspaper Assn., who said more 
persons are being accredited these days with the press 
Sacramento, and felt other papers unable to afford direct 
coverage might participate in a "pooled policy” to get the 
information they need. He advocated setting up a task force on 
information to disseminate governmental news more widely and 
effectively.

UNITED NATIONS (U PI) — Secretary of State Henry A. 
Kissinger went before the U.N. General Assembly today to spell 
out the details of long-term American proposals for managing 
world food and oil resources. 
President Ford, in his appearance at the world body last 
Wednesday, gave a preview of a three-point U.S. program for 
husbanding food supplies to avoid starvation in hard-hit countries. 
Ford said the United States would join in a system of world food 
reserves, increase its own shipments of surplus agricultural 
products to needy countries and bolster programs designed to help 
foreign countries grow more food. 
Kissinger arrived in New York Sunday night to put the finishing 
touches on his address and to begin annual fall consultations with 
foreign m inisters attending the 29th annual General Assembly 
session. 
Kissinger plans a second trip to the United Nations next week to 
consult further with Arab foreign ministers on a Middle East 
peace settlem ent.

United Press International 
Jordan left the Arab world 
sharply divided today, angrily 
breaking off negotiating strate­ 
gy talks because of Egypt’s

The Jordanian move com­ 
plicated

to get the stalled Geneva peace 
conference moving toward an 
overall settlement in the war- 
torn region 
An Amman government an­ 
nouncement Sunday said Jor­ 
dan refused to join a policy 
coordination conference with 
Egypt, Syria and the Palestine 
Liberation Organization to pro­ 
test Egypt’s recognition of the 
PLO 
as 
the 
"so le 
and 
legitimate” representative of 
the Palestinians. 
The Amman government and 
the PLO have been locked in a 
dispute over who represents 
Palestinian refugees living in 
the Israeli-occupied West Bank 
and 
the Jordanian-controlled 
East Bank of the Jordan River. 
In a joint communique issued 
in Cairo last July, Egyptian

Anwar Sadat and 
Jordan’s King Hussein said the

SoCal leaning more to GOP; 
Demos gaining in the north 


BERKELEY, Calif (UPI) - 
Southern 
C alifornia 
has 
become more Republican, the 
San Francisco Bay Area more 
Democratic and tiny Modoc 
County mysteriously picks the 
winner, according to a Univer­ 
sity of California report issued 
today. 


Authors Eugene C. Lee and 
Bruce E Keith of the Institute 
of 
Governmental 
Studies, 
issued the 172-page study of 
C a lifo rn ia 
p o litic a l 
participation, describing the 
“rich, colorful, and extremely 
complex political mosaic of the 
“nation-state' of California ." 


Registration in the southern 
counties has shifted to the 
Republican side from 46 per 
cent in I960 to 48 per cent in 
1972, the report noted 
But Los Angeles County, the 
most populous in the state, 
reversed the trend and climbed 
to a 62 per cent Democratic 
registration. 
Democratic registration in 
the nine-county San Francisco 
Bay Area rose in the 12-year 
period from 60 to 65 per cent. 
Rural Modoc County in the 
northeast corner of the state 
has voted with California on 
all presidential, gubernatorial 
and senatorial elections since 


1908 The authors said there 
was no apparent reason why 
Modoc County “ should compile 
this unusual record " 
Two other counties have also 
reflected the mood of the state 
- Colusa since 1940 and San 
Joaquin since 1950 
The authors said California 
voters have developed the habit 
of ticket splitting since 1962 and 
it could become a "hidden 
factor" favoring Houston I. 
F lo u rn o y , 
R e p u b lic a n 
candidate for governor. 
They said with the strong 
reelection bid of Democratic 
U S Sen Alan Cranston, voters 
may split their ballot, choosing

The report said "in every one 
of the four elections (since

Padden, a southern Nevada 
real estate man 
Padden had been working to 
help Wood acquire a parole 
after which the convict planned 
to tell the story of Sirhan s role 
in the Kennedy assassination. 
Nevada state prison records 
in Carson City showed Wood 
was transferred to the state 
capital after having served,

in

Wood also said in the letter 
that when he got out of prison, 
he had a "prospective money­ 
maker all in my head" and 
asked Padden to inquire about 
selling a story on Sirhan 
"Sirhan told Wood he would 
confirm the story if he (Wood)

WASHINGTON (UPI) - A 
"mammoth conspiracy" by the 
U.S. Immigration Service, crop 
growers and the Teamsters is 
threatening the survival of the 
United Farm Workers Union, 
says Cesar Chavez. 
Chavez, head of the AFL-CIO 
union, said the threat is from 
Mexican workers illegally im­ 
ported to California fields to 
take the place of striking farm 
workers.

Arson seen in trio of blazes

Fire fighters expected to gain full control of a 
major brush fire today after it blackened more 
than 5,000 acres near Castaic. 
Just five miles away from the Castaic fire, 
another blaze blackened 3,500 acres of brush 
land near Newhall, while 100 acres of land 
burned in the Lake Piru area, 15 miles west of 
the other two. 
Arson was believed to be involved in all three 
fires.

Hunted attorney now 
lives underground 


NEW YORK (UPI) - Stephen Bingham, a leftist lawyer who 
disappeared three years ago when he was sought for the alleged 
San Quentin escape attempt by "Soledad Brother” George 
Jackson, is alive, well and living underground, according to an 
article in Sunday’s New York Times 
The article, written by Henry Weinstein, a former law school 
classmate, was based on two conversations last month in an 
undisclosed location in Canada 
Bingham, 32, declined to reveal where he was living, whether he 
had 
a 
job, 
or 
was 
in 
contact 
with 
the 
underground 
" Weatherpeople," the Times said 
He said he wanted the interview because the danger of capture 
had lessened and he wanted to be seen 
"Living underground has not weakened me — has not kept me 
holed up in a room .. and that’s difficult to communicate in a 
tape," Bingham told the interviewer 
Bingham, heir to the Tiffany fortune, grandson of a former 
senator and nephew of Rep. Jonathan Bingham, D-N.Y., also has 
evolved into a Marxist-Lenmist, the article said 
It said Bingham has spent the past three years eating natural 
foods and assessing his background in terms of the revolutionary 
struggle. 
On Aug. 21, 1971, Jackson allegedly tried to break out of San 
Quentin prison with a pistol allegedly smuggled by Bingham, one 
of his lawyers. Jackson, accused in a 1970 killing of a Soledad 
prison guard amid charges by some radicals he had been framed, 
was killed, along with two others inmates and three guards. 
Bingham, who was charged with five counts of murder as an 
alleged accomplice, said he was innocent and Jackson was "too 
disciplined ... to throw his life away in a reckless suicide.” He said 
he ran because he doubted he could get a fair trial and feared 
retribution by prison guards while awaiting trial. 


SAN RAFAEL, Calif. (UPI) — Attorney Stephen Bingham is 
still being sought on charges of smuggling a gun into San Quentin 
Prison which allegedly triggered an escape attempt that left six 
persons dead. 
Marin County District Attorney Bruce Bales said Bingham was 
still under a grand jury indictment of five counts of murder 
because of the Aug 21,1971 incident in which George Jackson, two 
other inmates and three prison guards were killed. 
"Sure, we’re still looking for him, and so is the FBI," said 
Bales.

Getting the word on what government 
is doing to the media-consuming public 
was the topic in Santa Barbara F nday of 
the first ever meeting of the California 
State Senate's first ever Subcommittee 
on Political Reform 
The christening was 
tarnished with the ab 
sence at the outset of 
two of the panel’s four 
members 
Ami after 
sitting in for about a 
half hour and asking 
one question. Senator 
Mervyn Dymally was 
called from the board 
room and never rema- 
terialized. leaving the 
panel chairman. Sen­ 
ator Omer Rains, to 
conduct 
the 
session 
and hear the testi­ 
mony 
This wasn t that surprising in itself 
because this is Rains' district and he’ll 
be running for reelection in November. 
The Subcommittee secretary had a 
tape recorder going during the session 
and we might avail ourselves of the 
suggestion 
that 
the 
rest 
of 
the 
committee members will listen to the 
testimony at their leisure All of it was 
interesting and of importance to anyone 
who has ever wondered what their local 
government is up to 
The testimony opened with rem arks 
from C Stanley Trom, district attorney 
for the county of Ventura, who said he is 
not satisfied with the effectiveness of 
the state's Ralph M 
Brown Act in 
guaranteeing open public meetings. 
Trom said that since 1972 the number 
of reported violations of the state’s open 
public meeting act have “ increased 
dram atically." both from the public and 
from the news media 
Pointing out that the majority of 
these 
complaints 
arose 
from 
the 
tendency of local city councils to draw 
the 
wraps 
over 
deliberations 
on 
controversial questions, Trom said he 
felt the act suffers from the lack of any 
strict concept of liability 
Under this law, a public body, like a 
city council, 
school 
board or port 
district or housing authority board, may 
meet in private, with neither the press 
nor public present, only to discuss 
certain specific topics, among them 
pending legal strategy, which exposure 
would render useless, and hiring and 
firing of officers and employes. 
But, Trom said, breaking the act is not 
crim inal 
unless 
a 
panel 
meets 
in 
knowing violation of the act and actually 
takes action of some type during the 
secret 
meeting 
This, 
he 
said, 
is 
extrem ely difficult to prove, since there 
are usually only the panel mem bers 
present at the meetings. 
For other violations, or when knowing 
violation with action can not be proven, 
Trom said, the public and press are left 
with civil action, 
which, the D A. 
described, often amounts to w hat's 
called court declaratory relief, in which 
the judge tells the offending panel to 
merely go forth and sin no more 
This 
lukew arm 
th re a t, 
Trom 
suggested from his own experience, 
provides “ no real assurance that secret 
meeting laws will be complied with." 
He added that the requirement that 
some action need be taken to establish a 
crim inal act neglects the way things 
actually 
happen 
in 
elected 
panels 
Though no vote is taken, often secret 
m eetings 
can 
sm ooth 
out 
many 
differences between warring factions on 
e le c te d 
b o a rd s, 
he 
said . 
The 
requirem ent of the Brown Act, however, 
is that both an elected panel’s decisions 
as well as its deliberation be open to 
public scrutiny. 
This. Rains adds, also comes into play 
with the so-called “ study session." in 
which a quorum of council members set 
up a theoretically public meeting but do 
not announce it before hand and have it 
in an expensive restaurant or other 
place where the public is not likely to 
want to pay to attend 
The Lompoc City Council and school 
board have not been renown for these 
tactics But vigilance, as they say. is the 
price of liberty 
Trom 
recommended 
to 
the 
Rain 
c o m m itte e 
th a t 
m ore 
sp e c ific 
instructions on what may or may not be 
discussed 
in 
executive 
(private) 
sessions should be added to the Brown 
Act If criminal sanctions are going to 
be kept in the act. he said, then it must 
be made clearer exactly what the 
crim inal offenses are and establish 
strict accountability for them. Now, 
Trom said, even if it looks like a panel 
has knowingly taken illegal action in an 
unauthorized 
executive 
session, 
the 
defense is usually that the city or panel 
attorney incorrectly advised that it was 
perfectly okay. This, the D A, said, is 
probably enough to get the members of 
an offending board off the criminal 
hook 
But Trom s mam recommendation 
was that criminal sanctions be removed 
from the act 
After all. he said, the 
majority of city councilmen and other 
local elected officials are local people 
like the corner grocer — with large 
motives for public service and little or 
no wish to capitalize on their positions. 
Trom recommended that the act be 
revamped so that any board action taken 
in violation of it would automatically 
become void This, he said, would put 
the extra burden of finding out exactly 
what is and is not perm itted under the 
law on the elected panel and remove it 
from the shoulders of the public and 
press, who now often have to decide 
w hether or not they'll go to court to get 
the word on what their elected officials 
have up their sleeves.

importance? The article continues 
“ The gypsy moth is a very damaging 
pest of forests and ornam entals and is 
presently found in the northeastern 
United States where some 1.773,846 
acres of forest land were defoliated last 
year Fem ale gypsy moths do not fly 
They attract males by sending out a sex 
pheromone. a chemical which attracts 
m ales for mating purposes The flying 
male is thus able to locate the females 
Chemists have been able to synthesize 
this chemical and this is the attractant 
which we place in our traps lined with a 
sticky substance to entangle the moth 
The traps are then deployed throughout 
the county to detect any gypsy moths 
which might have hitchhiked into Santa 
Barbara 
County 
By 
locating 
such 
introduced pests before they have a 
chance 
to 
become 
established 
and 
spread, our office can prevent enormous 
dam age and avoid expensive control 
costs while minimizing the need for 
additional pesticide usage

Special session

legislators 
stung with the criticism of

pension 
plan 
have 
publicly called for a special 
session in order to consider 
the repeal of the measure. 
If it were up to the people of 
this State, one could rest 
assured that a special session 
would be called and the rip-off 
pension measure repealed. 
A s s e m b l y m a n 
R o b e r t 
McLennan, a Republican from 
Downey, is leading the battle 
for the special session. 
The grandiose pension give­ 
away 
goes 
something 
like 
this. If a legislator whose 
district 
was 
changed 
by 
reapportionment 
this 
year 
was elected before Dec. 31, 
1969, served at least four 
years and decided not to run 
again this year, or is beaten in 
the election, he can receive 
retirem ent 
benefits 
right 
away 
despite 
his 
age. 
Ordinary 
state 
employes 
usually have to wait until they 
are 60 to get their pensions, no 
m atter when they quit. 


The measure is basically a 
sweet cushion for legislators 
who are beat out of office by 
reapportionment. 
We strongly feel that this 
g i v e - a w a y , 
e x p e n s i v e 
proposition should be repleaed 
and the sooner the better. 
That is why we support the 
calling of a special session of 
the legislature. 
After flip-flopping around in 
their decisions concerning a 
special session, Democratic 
leaders, over the weekend, 
have felt the sting of public 
criticism and are now calling 
for the special session.

One more setback 


As things stand, it would have been 
ever so obliging of the Founding Fathers

bicentennial year, and though it is true 
that very few continuous governments 
make it through to a bicentennial 
celebration, surely none that has, has 
botched as we have done, the approach 
to our own 
Years 
were 
frit­ 
tered away in paro­ 
chial rivalries. Should 
it be celebrated prin­ 
c ip a lly 
in 
W ash­ 
ington? 
Or 
P h ila­ 
delphia? Or Boston? 
What sort of 
thing 
should be done? Who 
should be on the com ­ 
m ission 
to 
decide 
what should be done? 
The quarrels went on 
and on and 
nothing 
much was done and 
then, 
finally, the Congress declared that an 
American Revolutionary Bicentennial 
Agency 
should 
be 
form ed. 
The 
Adm inistrator for it is Mr. John W arner, 
an able and am iable man, form er 
Secretary of the Navy. And the question 
was hotly debated: who should be the 
chairm an? 
It was agreed that the 
commission must be non-partisan And 
that it was too late in the day to take the 
risk of dealing with second-rank people. 
No political hacks. Someone who had the 
reputation 
for 
getting things done. 
Someone 
urbane, 
thoughtful, 
and 
innovative... 
The job was tendered to Richard 
Clurman, a New Yorker, form er head of 
foreign and domestic correspondents for 
Time Inc., form er commissioner of 
parks and cultural affairs, a man who 
might have been described, in the 
yeastier age of Timestyle as a tough- 
talking, no-nonsense, self-driving young 
cosmopolite 
There was a problem Clurman is not 
registered in either party, and certainly 
not a Nixomte But Clurman is not a 
doctrinaire liberal, and anti-Nixonism 
w as 
never 
his 
cause 
m ilitan t 
Moreover, he recognized, as a m atter of 
instinct, the need for factional restraint 
particularly as head of a bipartisan 
com m ittee So he was slated for the job, 
and started in a few months ago with 
mountains to scale. 
Along comes the Ford Administration, 
and a telephone call from the White 
House The caller was desperately sorry 
to have to relay the news that Clurman 
would be replaced "Just a m atter of 
politics," said the caller, who professed 
abundant 
adm iration 
for 
the 
work 
Clurman had already done. 
Clurman is, to risk understatem ent, 
not without friends. And these include 
his original sponsors within the White 
House, several of whom have survived 
the transition They quickly organized to 
attem pt a reversal of the decision But 
Clurman aborted their plan 
To be 
successful 
as 
chairm an 
of 
the 


bicentennial, he said, requires that the 
post seek you out, not that you should 
seek the post out. He is correct, and the 
gesture is consistent with the skills and 
sensitivity correctly attributed to him. 
It is all very disheartening. Mr. Ford 
has been in office only a few weeks To 
convulse the bicentennial commission 
yet again would seem an unnecessary 
au g m entation 
of 
G erry 
F o rd ’s 
problems Is the Ford Team so hungry 
for 
patronage 
that 
it 
has already 
reached the bicentennial commission? 
Where does it go from there? To the 
customhouses? And what is it the White 
House is trying to say? That no non- 
Republican will survive in a position of 
responsibility, 
even 
in a bipartisan 
com m ittee? Or is it saying that no Nixon 
appointee will survive? 
It is all very mysterious, and very 
disheartening As a m atter of fact, it is a 
bloody outrage, and one hopes a) that 
Gerry Ford doesn’t know it has been 
done in his name; and b) that he will in 
due course put together a staff that will 
prevent such unnecessary, damaging 
and ungrateful deeds, from being done 
in his name.
